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Afbor ov«r four j'Oars of existence, HCFA, vMoh has the good fortune to enjoy 
the support of the United States and British Governments, as well as personal 
direetim by representatives of those Govemm«its, has finally been reorgrn-* 
ised and broadened. 

This transformation, by pexwiitting the entrame into tK/FA of two parties and 
of a few individual independents iw>t previottaly represented, appears to the 
Albanians in general as a form of appeasement. 7b the American and British 
representatives to NCFA sueh a move undoubtedly seemed urgmt and timely in 
the effort to eliminate the useless quarreling vtiich existed, and continues 
to exist, among the Albanians in exlls. 

It is most regrettable, however, that this step towards pacification came not 
from the various Albanian leaders and preachers of diverse ideologies theow 
ssGLvss in an effort to settle their own differences, but was made at the ix>- 
stanoe of Albania's Amsriean and British friends. Ho fault is to be found 
with this initiative, certainly, and it is to be hoped that the lesson will 
have a useful effect on those Albanian brains idiioh had engaged in fighting 
eaoh otter in exile instead of neglecting what should be their sole objective: 
the liberation of their country and of their people from the Clommunist slavery 
of tte past nine years. 

ISxectttive Committee menbers,, to say nothing of those taking; part in the General 
Committee, are still conpletely unaware of the etails of the transformed 
NCFA's program and new plans. Nevertheless, as an iiiitial step, it vsould be 
jTOSt useful to att«apt to determine just what gifts and abilities the old, as 
well as the new members possess and are prepared to place at the service of 
NCFA, and tq determine to Just what extent they are prepared to act as a team 
for the liberation of their htxaeland* their responsibility, viewed in its 
true terms, is a heavy one. thus it is necessary to subject the prot^ctivjs 
power of the previous NCFA to detailed examination in an attempt to assess 
the extent to which tepes for positive results from the preset Committee 
may be justified. 

The previous ikscutive CoasBittee headed first by the late Sfithat Bey FRASHERI, 
later by Ha^yn 00S7I, was n^ formed under conditions vihich permitted of mxsr 
large»80ale consultation of the Albanian emigration. Nevertheless, as the 
first Organization of exile Albanians in the free world, NCFA was greeted 
enthusiastically by all, particularly by Albanians within their enslaved 
homeland. In the new organization they saw evidence of -taieilcan and British 
intention to support an undertaking idioee sole objective was that of bringing 
bread. Justice, and liberty to the people of Albania. 

At that early period, the Executive Council was composed of representatives 
of two exUe political groupings. Ball! Kcsaabetar and the Lagalitet, Sait 
KRIEZIU was called In because of merits earned during the last war. Other 
political groupings were barred from NCFA membership because of their war- 
time collaboration with the enemies of the Allies.

or laevettants* And, «f«i so, Albania with its pciHilation of 1,200,000 inh ab * 
itanta couM not possibly sbserb so rnuay diffsrsait aovemuits. 

The foUosing brief review of the history of Albanian political groupings 
w ill asrve to illuminato th# obscuro pros«st-day manifostations of thslr 
losuSwst

The preoise data of Balli's fOundatlcv} cannot bo fixed, but let us ss^ 
that it was in 1941* Balli Koabtar was established as a resistance 
Bsrremrat, or, as its moderate esponente prefer, as an orguiisation to 
oooibat the eneny, i.e«, Albextie'e Italian occupier, mis st<^ was taken 
primarily as the result of its leadmm' eonviotion that the Axis no long* 
er had any ehae^e of emerging rietozdeus froa the conflict* The same 
ieadhow, of eodrse, w<ee also infl»ei»<^ by propaganda spread hy British 
^>oratioaal teams which has besn air-dropped into the mountains of Albiya- 
ia« These misai^ insisted on the formation of a resistance movement 
which, linked with the Coaittinlst movement, was to engage In military oper* 
atimis against Axis occupation forces* In some regions of southern A lb a ni a 
Balli units were operating against Italian forces at precisely the Saras 
time that its representatives were serving id.th the Governments under the 
Italian occupation* A living exanple is NGFA Ohairman Hasan DO^I himself. 
Boring the German military oceupation of Albania which followed Italy's 
8 Septm&ber 1943 capittOatlen, Belli Kembtar was penaanantly representsd 
in all Oovernm^s, Acuxig such represuitativcs, Beshep IGDI^ATIOA and 
Koco WKk are st4ll livingj K«a TBOHARA and Bahri CHARI have bean exacut- 
ed by the Coniminiete. later, after eseisping with tlye. _aid. of Qomem f] . 
from their country's nsw CSoaxunlst masters, Balli Rdart^ar lei^bMW iMtgiui // 
to attsmpt to mwticpoliee the Albaniim exila aeons* They presaged theio^ 
sslvss as the sole Albanian resistance mcveraiiit of the waiM>iXM periodi 
they speeiously emenund^ed themselvoB of ill ehirges of eollsboraticmdim 
with ths erati^^o aaemies of the AHiesf and, at the simie time, thc^ 
smeared all others as collaborati«mist8, Mell-'time dietrtors, ete* But, 
stripped to its essence, Ridli Bced^tar was at all times so poorly oganixed 
and 80 ccuifused by its own concurrent doublo-dcalings with Axis And Ally 
that it never became aware of its primary patriotic duty* It utterly 
failed to coaprvdisnd the necossity for uniting with its country's national 
forces to destroy Q<Hmsmtm with or without Allied approval whether or not

The priaeipal dlfferenees aaong tlm gtmpn in exile. lies in the feet that 
the aajority of then eoeinpedieii^ tho 4teelxfto neoeesity for Albanian union, 
vithoitt groe^ or party dietinetione, under the leaderehip of honest and 
capable Albanians deaerrlng iKt the emiraous resprmsibilities whi<^ ere to 
be eidrastml to thsa* A miner group of fanatlee, hovenrer, desirea only to 
continue aleoig its present absurd and utterly unrealietie course of sowing 
dieeord mmg the eralgratlon in order to reap per®nal prosperity from the 
resultant <^vergenoies« 

Kb single |»rty or group can pretend to have a prepwiderance of x^ight s or 
intoreato in the country itself* Bvery good Mbandm, once he will have 
fulfilled his obUgatlen towards his eompatriota within the hoaeland^ will 
return to bis llbn^od eoon^* There he will ioia his people in i&sist** 
ing thea to msAEo of their eount]^ a fsonetitiit i^^l, i" order to be ^e 

to <mJoy full liberty end to eoBeroiso hie i^ofession for the good of his 
family and to tho benefit of soeiety. 

As long, however, as the various exHe political groups are allowed to eon> 
tinue thidr presold^ destructive factiousness, each pretending to be backed 
by Albania's enslaved populations, no progress will bo made towirds achlevcK

At this poirdi it ie well to note that tho Albanians in exile are in reality 
divided into three principal eate^rieex 



1. 90 ^ of Albanian emigrants, seattered among many eontinaxts, are engaged 
in hxmestly earKbig their livings as dc the other inhabitants of the 
earth* 3h the factories, mines, restanranta, etc*, where they find eBi> 
ploymont thay do not raise the qpiestion of previous professleyis thiy may 
have practiood or of offioee they may once have held* All Albanians

2* A secend group censlste of the so<*called leaders, jpoliticians, and thoir

MCFA*s previoua hjoaoutive Counoil «as baaed m a coalition of political group* 
ings vhoae sole inapin^lm mM thsir resting prejudices* IHirlng its tenure 
of over foui^ years it nas unable to denonstrato any oapabilitiss for the taidcs 
oonfrmting it* The interests of the aufforing Albanian people vers lost ibi 
tl»i aaae of party interests* Particularly ineacousabls eas the eonoeptioa that 
the only Albanim exiles worthy of consld«:«tion were those who had passed 
throu^ the **epuration centers” of the different parties. Typical of lbs 
InoojBgruiQus procedures tots its mawnsr of reeruitijtsnt of Albanian i^nbers of 
tto Rehaidxrana labor empmy in Qemany; these, instead of being brought 
t<^thor as ansaitMn of a team, were throm together under the standards of 
the various political groups. 

The balmoe sheet of that Eueeutive Gosmlttee’s activities ehoirs negligible 
rmu3ts> if any« in most fields. Results in the operatlenal field of sddeavor 
have been notld^ sh<»t of disaStroas* This direotivs groi^), it is obvlcnui, 
does not deserve tho aUghtest pndse. 

This> then, is the writer's judgeBunt of the activities of the previous 
&o»outlvo ccoBiittee. Ho ohai^o is forosesn as regards future aceo^plishaeists 
of the present eoomlttee, although its ahortooaings may be on an even Irger 
seale caring to its inoreasod ambenhip.

At the outset it must be confessed that the problem is by no meens a simple 
as it is most difficult to find able eollaborators amcatg Albanians who 
bare ^ent ten yecurs in «9dle. Albanians in general are deeply attached 
to their opuetry, but they love their differmces and quarrels of the past 
no less, fissspt for those few vho have somehow ckcquired an appreciation and 
a 8«uio of ooUeotivity, the Albanians are extremely individualistic in their 
social conetqptions which do nob extend far b^md the fraoaswork of blood kin- 
ship. This is also due in part to their short and storey history which does 
not includs the happy experience of a totally Independent constitutional state. 
And, finally, for economic reasons Albania has always been a sort of satellite,

A staff of esiperlenced and truly oapsi^le Albanians, limited to tbe miraber 
actually required by HCFA’s program, should be chosen among all Albanians, 
not limiting the ehoiee to only those located in Italy Greece, Guch staff 
fflsdbera idsould be possessed of the same qaalities outlined above, and their 
definitive appolrdmeob would be ^bneudsnt on their sbility to pass stiff 
examination of their eetahl oepabilities, Skills, and knowledge in the 
fields in vdiioh th^ are to work.
